The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 1-9,12 and 
17, the prior art of art does not teach or disclose the bypass line input formed from an 
outer segment of the first spiral resonator that is in parallel and electromagnetically 
coupled with a first portion of the bypass line, the bypass line output formed from an 
outer segment of the second spiral resonator that is in parallel and electromagnetically 
coupled with a second portion of the bypass line in conjunction with the third portion of 
the bypass line being electromagnetically isolated from at least one of the plurality of 
spiral resonators that are between the first and second spiral resonator. With regards to 
claims 10, 11, 15, 16, 18 and 19, the prior art of record does not teach are fairly teach 
the bypass line having a length configured to produce a signal that attenuates an image 
channel at the output and therefore cause improve image channel rejection at the 
output.
